The meeting was called to order at 7:17 pm AKDT by President Lance Dunbar 
AL7BK. Introductions were held; there were 79 people present. 


Club membership statistics as of April 27, 1986, are: 327 AARC members, 146 
of which are Life Members. 215 of the 327 club members are also ARRL members; 
and of those 215 League members, 37 are ARRL Life Members. The current 
ARRL/AARC ratio stands at 65.7%. 


Lance announced that the Alaska Youth and Parent Foundation has asked us to 
handle traffic for missing/runwaway children starting May 25. If anyone is 
interested, contact Lance. 


The May newsletter was a bit late. Our present editor, NL7DK is Outside on 
vacation, Stand-in (and ex-) newsletter editor Bonnie Jennings NL7DF got 
caught up in a move and got the May issue from the printers on May 2, It will 
be in the mail shortly. 


Lance announced that the Board had authorized a $25% to the Nunaka Valley 
Little League, and that two $25 scholarships had just been awarded to ACC, 


Past President Daniel Stevens KL7WM brought us up to date on arrangements for 
the Alaska Women's Gold Nugget Triathlon on May 18. Bill Reiter KL7ITI said 
all is set for the Walk For Hope on May 3. Daniel also informed us of 
upcoming Red Cross classes, namely Introduction to Disaster Services and 
Damage Assessment. Lance continued his plaintive plea for help during 
Mother's Day at Sears Mall, May 19-11. 


ARRL Section Manager Jim Moody NL7C spoke on the subject of Special Service 
Club (SSC) status.

club members only. The repeater and emergency autodial functions would 
continue to be available to all licensed Amateurs -- club members or not. 
Discussion included the point that the autopatch should not be made 
unavailable to visitors. N7HER moved, and KL7NR seconded, that the 34/94 
autopatch be restricted to club members, recommended that certified autopatch 
users apprise themselves of how to use the autopatch, and that certified 
autopatch users be issued an access code for use of the autopatch. KL7IWC 
desired to amend the motion, and moved that a user's manual for use of the 
repeater be prepared, and that it be given to certified autopatch users 
coincidentally with issuance of autopatch access codes. NL/7FY seconded this 
amendment. ‘The amendment was voted on first, and it passed. Then the motion 
was voted on, and it passed, also, The autopatch access code system will be 
in place and in operation by the June club meeting (June 6, 1986).

You as licensed 
amateurs are responsible in part, and the trustee is totally 
responsible for the LEGAL operatian of the repeater. This action 
by the AARC will help slow down some of the abuse’s of our patch, 
and help insure that we continue to have a patch and for that 
matter a repeater for our use.

Access Code or the repeater operation in general, please call one 
of the Control Operators.

When a user has keyed AND ID’d and dialed 3 to find out who the 
messages are for he or she is going to want to get that sail out of the 
system. Thats easy. 


First key AND ID, then key AND dial your mailbox location, and unkey. 
The aessage(s) will be read back to you. 
For example, Lance wants to get the aessage out, he will dial AND ID, and 
then key in 3.10, and unkey. The repeater will respond with “AL7BK from 
KL7ITI call me tonight or (call se at 5551212). 


Now that you’ve gotten your aessage you’]] want to clear it out of the 
computer, thats easy also. 


Key AND ID, then key again, and dial your mailbox slot followed by %, BS 
and unkey, the repeater will announce that it has cleared the aessage out z, 
of meaory. Following our exasple, Lance would Key and ID, then dial 3 10 
4, and unkey.
